On the $50 per month wage, ba- 
sis which he advocates, the cost 
would be $5,250,000,000, and at 
tke prevailing wage rate it would

‘*Thrifty”’ Chain Tries tc Guard Against 
Any Union of Its Clerks 


Bya Thrifty 1 Drug Co. Worker. 
LOS ANGELES, July 15.—In snite of the fact it loudly adver- 


tised its “no cutting of wages” 


policy following the Supreme Court 


NRA decision, the Thrifty Drug Company here has slashed salaries 


to the bone. 


Women now are forced to work five hours per day in split shifts 
spread over a period stretching from early morning until midnight. 
They are required to come fully half an hour before the shift starts 
and are made to hang around for half an hour after their shift is 
done. In this way the company gets another full hour of work. 


The speed-up systemn is typical. ® 
In the manual distributed to man- 


agers the company orders the 


bosses not to “fail-to keep every- 


body busy every minute of the 
day,” while the employers’ man- 
ual warns, “You must keep busy 
every minute of the day.” 

All day long the girls are ad- 
mmonished to be “alert”, “enthu- 
siastic,’ and to “suggest sales” 
and to be “cooperative.” When 
girl is supposed “to be cleaning 
she also is warned to be on the 
look-out for customers and -1t’s 
just too bad if she happens to 
miss one or is a little bit late im 


jumping into action when a cus 


tomer cnters. 

The Wallmark Operators, a 
company renting out spies by the 
day, week or month, sends shabr 
bily dressed operatives into stores 
to spy on the clerks or to argue 
with sales girls. These stoolk 
pigeons spend the whole day in 


a store. watching the workers 
The next day on the. bulletin 
board will appear notices to thé 
eHect that “Miss Smith is’ not 
enthusiastic enough,” or that 
“Miss Jones loitered three = min- 
utes in the lavatory.’ 


There are no janitors to clean 


the rest rooms and the’ workers 
are forced to do this on their own 
tine. Among the “don’ts” are

warnings that workers must not 


discuss their pay nor loiter to- 


gether after working hours. Unt 


forms must be clean and the girls 
are forced to spend their own 
money for laundry service. 


And for this slavery described

SAN FRANCISCO, July 19.— 
Returning from Detroit, the five 
delegates sent to the Second 
American Youth Congress report 
an exc@llent Congress and a spir- 
ited unity from the 1300 repre- 
sentatives of organizations all over 
the nation. “The Second Annual 
Youth Congress achieved not only 
a definite youth front but the 
broadest_united front in the his- 
tory of the country,” is the report 
brought back from Detroit by the 
California Delegation.

Haight st. next Friday, July 26, 
at 8 p.m. The report of the del- 
egates will be followed by. a pro- 
grain and dance. 

The immediate action taken at 
the Congress was a mass picket 
line thrown around a drug. store 
that attempted discrimination 
against the Negro members of the 
Congress. Six hundred delegates, 
standing for practically every walk 
and section of American life, at- 
tended the annual dance of the 
Congress. When the corner drug 
store refused to serve Negroes 
and rejected discussion with a 
Congress committee on the sub- 
ject the entire dance adjourned 
to the street and formed a= solid 
picket line three .abreast, forcing 
the drug store to close.
